Tax Equalization? 


Tax equalization on a fair and state- 
wide basis would solve many of the fi- 
nancial woes of counties, cities and even 
the state. A panel of experts at the meet- 
ing of the Georgia Municipal Assn. in 
Macon yesterday again affirmed this con- 
clusion which informed leaders have held 
for years. 

How to bring about equalization in 
the face of local opposition is the big hur- 
dle which must be overcome. Thus far it 
has been overcome to some degree in a 
small number of counties and cities. It 
should be noted well that these are the 
counties and cities which today are go- 
ing forward industrially and in all other 
aspects of their economies. 

It just doesn’t make sense that prop- 
erty assessments range from 3 per cent 
to 110 per cent of market value in the 
state. It doesn’t make sense either that of 


a total evaluation of Georgia property of. 


about $2,300,000,000, the tax digest in 
Atlanta adds up to approximately one 
billion of that amount. 

State aid for many programs is dis- 
pensed on the basis of local tax digests. 
This not only costs the state funds need- 
ed for development programs, it puts un- 
necessary burdens on those local com- 
munities which realistically have faced 
their problems. The over-all result is to 
hold back progress of the whole state. 

Any long-range reorganization of 
state and local governments must take 
into consideration what is good for. the 
whole. It is not a question of favoring 
anybody—city over city or county over 
county. It is a question of facing up to 
facts in the best interests of all. 

Meanwhile, the special plight of cit- 
ies becomes increasingly a state problem 
and must be considered as such. This 
problem is aggravated to a great degree 
by lack of imagination in local leader- 
ship resulting in continued migration to 
urban areas of people in search of op- 
portunity. 

Gov. Vandiver has shown a commen- 
dable awareness that Georgia's urban 
areas do have problems and that these 
must be considered as part of the com- 
mon responsibility of government. Sim- 
ilar views are being expressed by other 
state leaders. Lt. Gov. Byrd proposes a 
study by the Senate Committee on Gov- 
ernment Operations. 

All of which is good. But any thor- 
ough study will lead to one inevitable 
conclusion. Lack of a fair tax equaliza- 
tion formula is penalizing the state and 
all of its political subdivisions.

Oliver Dam Enhances 
Chattahoochee’s Future 


Another step in tapping the vast po- 
tential of the Chattahoochee River was 
taken Monday when the first generator 
at Oliver Dam was put into operation. 

When three additional generators are 
placed into service later this summer the 
installation at Columbus will become one 
of the Georgia Power Co.’s largest hy- 
droelectric plants. 

Oliver Dam and others in the group 
known as the Middle Chattahoochee De- 
velopment encourage industrialization 
and contribute toward use of the river 
for municipal water supplies, recreation 
®urposes and flood control. 

All this fits into the pattern of prog- 
ress in the Chattahoochee River develop- 
ment program. 

Where the lag is, though, is in ex- 
pediting plans to make the river navi- 
gable from Atlanta to Columbus and 
thence to the Gulf of Mexico. Oliver Dam, 
with provisions having been made in its 
construction so that locks for navigation 
may be added later at the option of the 
federal government, could be an impor- 
tant link in development of the water- 
way for transportation purposes. 

With so much work already done on 
the Chattahoochee and with so much at 
stake, effort should be concentrated on 
completing the job.

For Efficient Farmers 


A recent report by William Smith of 
Bulloch County, chairman of the State 
Extension Service Advisory.

The feat, accomplished with smaller 
acreages than usual, represents a wel- 
come beginning toward implementing the 
Extension Service goal of a 400-million- 
dollar gain for Georgia agriculture by

ficiency in production and marketing, 
farm management, higher quality prod- 
ucts, better control of insects and dis- 
eases, intensified soil sampling so as to 
determine what crops particular tracts 
are best suited to grow, etc. 

The side of the agricultural picture 
more often spotlighted is that in which 
is reflected the squeeze on small opera- 
tors, the migration of farm workers to 
urban areas because of farm mechani- 
zation, an unrealistic national farm pol- 
icy and other factors. 

Agriculture is in a stage of transition 
and for many it is a painful one. 

But with Georgia’s population expect- 
ed to increase 30 per cent in the next 20 
years, there will be a larger market for 
food and fiber. 

That points to better days ahead for 
farm operators who are able to survive 
the transition. But only the efficient will 
be able to do so.

State Progress Depends 
On Educational Level 


Of all the factors contributing to eco- 


nomic and social progress in Georgia, the 
most important is education. 

That conclusion is nothing new but it 
receives added emphasis in the scientific 
analysis of the state’s personal income 
patterns by Dr. John L. Fulmer, pub- 
lished by Georgia Tech’s Industrial De- 
velopment Branch. Business editor Jim 
Montgomery discusses this phase of the 
report in today’s Constitution. 

Merely adding one year to Georgia’s 
present median eight years of school- 
ing, Dr. Fulmer declares, would mean the 
addition of $200 in per capita income for 
the whole state. Only half our citizens 
now have as much as eight years of 
schooling. The median increased only 
eight tenths of a year between 1940 and 
1950. 

Of all the factors influencing economic 
development and per capita income, the 
“educational level is the basic factor de- 
termining the ability of a people and their 
attitudes toward work.” It thus influences 
all other factors affecting development 
and personal incomes. 

Georgia’s lag in per capita income véer- 
sus the national average is in almost di- 
rect proportion to a similar lag in the 
educational level of its people. If we are 
going to erase the income differential, 
we must first erase this educational de- 
ficiency. 

Even within the state, Dr. Fulmer 
found the same condition—counties with 
the highest educational level had the 
highest per capita incomes. 

We have said it for years and we say 
it again. Georgia needs more, not less, 
education. Her progress depends on 
strengthening, not weakening or destroy- 
ing, the public school system. If our peo- 
ple are to compete and hold their own 
with the rest of the country, the educa- 
tional level must be raised, not lowered.

Who'd Like To Profit from Closed Schools 


Atlanta—When faced with an 
outbreak of mass hysteria like 
the present school crisis, the only 
sensible thing for a prudent man 
to do is to make money from it. 


The easiest profit is to be made 
by selling school bonds short. 
Since these almost certainly will 
be defaulted when the schools 
close, they presently will be sell- 
ing at much lower levels. The 
bonds of the City of Atlanta are 
obvious candidates for a decline; 
but the investor should not over- 
look other possibilities throughout 
the state, since most other schools 
will also be closed by taxpayer 
suits once the Atlanta schools 
close. When prices of the bonds 
have reached a low level, the 
forward-looking investor may well 
decide to buy them for capital 
gains and tax-free income, since 
the schools must sooner or. later 
be reopened. (Whether this is 
done by federal intervention, by 
impeachment of the governor or 
by some other method is imma- 
terial from the investor’s point 
of view.) 

Teachers’ pensions will be de- 
faulted, as the Atlanta School 
Board already has been told au- 
thoritatively. This, together with 
the stopping of salary payments, 
will cause an exodus of qualified 
teachers from Georgia to help 
relieve the teacher shortage in 
the rest of the country. In addi- 
tion, quite a lot of families with 
children already are preparing 
to leave Georgia for states like 
Texas and California, where the 
schools are being expanded. These 
considerations suggest that a con- 
siderable number of houses will 
soon come up for sale and the 
astute investor should be able to 
pick up some bargains. 

An even more interesting real 
estate speculation will be the 
schoolhouses themselves. These 
large and expensive properties 
will all come onto the market 
simultaneously, so it should be 
possible to buy them all quite 
cheaply.

There Are Times 
For Compromise 


The word “compromise” is not generally 
suggestive of the manner of behavior of an up- 
right man. Lowell said: 


“Compromise makes a 


good umbrella, but a poor roof; it is a temporary expedient, often wise 
in party politics, almost sure to be unwise in statesmanship.” The 
compromiser, we often feel, is one who surrenders long-range values 


.for momentary achievements. 

Of course there are some things 
about which an upright man can- 
not and will not compromise. 
Right is right, as he sees it, and 
wrong is wrong. 

But in other areas compromise 
is very often desirable and some- 
times necessary 

I want to make the perhaps un- 
popular point that there are good 
reasons why we should be willing 
to compromise. 

First, none of us has the cor- 
ner on all truth. We like to think 
that our ideas are the best. But 
upon reflection we realize that no 
one mind is large enough to con- 
tain all knowledge and all under- 
standing. 

Second, growth is possible only 
when there is an increase in the 
measure of our mind. This growth 
may come from without or within. 

Third, cooperative living, espe- 
cially in a democracy, means that 
our minds and hands must be 
linked to those of other men. We 
are not “‘loners,’’ to use a word 
we frequently hear on Western 
TV shows. We are ‘“‘joiners.’”’ We 
are made for cooperative effort. 
But we can cooperate only when 
we give to the group with whom

then gladly accept from the group — 
the best that it has to offer.

Ike’s Term Sets 
A Historical First 


WASHINGTON—We don’t have to wait for 
the history books in order to render two impor- 
tant verdicts on an unprecedented period in our 


political history—the second term of the Eisenhower reheat and 
the second and third terms of the Lyndon Johnson Congress, These 
four years, from 1957 to 1961, are an unprecedented period because 
we have been testing for the first time the effect of the anti-third-term 
amendment upon the functioning of the presidency. 


Never before has a president 
been automatically on his way out 
of office the day he was elected 
to his second term. 

This four-year period also is un- 
precedented because for the first 
time a president has been con- 
fronted through the entirety of his 
second term with a Congress con- 
trolled by the opposition—a Dem- 
ocratic Congress thrice elected 
with increasing majorities during 
a Republican presidency. It had 
never happened before. 

The unusual character of this 
period is compounded by the fact 
that both unprecedented circum- 
stances — the first impact of the 
22nd Amendment and the continu- 
ous opposition-party control of 
Congress—occurred at the same 
time. 

Most predictions were for a po- 
litical cold war and a perilous 
legislative stalemate. 


And what actually has been 
happening—and why? It seems to 
me amply evident that when the 
historians write the history of 
1957 to 1961 they will almost unani- 
mously agree: 


1. That Dwight D. Eisenhower 
has proved a_ constitutionally 
lame-duck president does not 
have to limp to the exit of his sec- 
ond term, that he can grow in 
power and political effectiveness. 

2. That, simultaneously, Demo- 
cratic Senate leader Lyndon John- 
son—invaluably aided by Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of the House—him-

apparent dislike of Vice President Nixon has 
been a favorite conversation topic here recently. 


self has made a courageous and 
incalculable contribution to the 
functioning of divided government 
by insisting upon making divided 
government work and by seeking 
the maximum area of compro- 
mise between a Democratic legis- 
lature and an opposition-party 
president. 

Eisenhower has said that it is 
“no bed of roses’’ dealing with an 
opposition-party Congress. It is 
equally true that Sen. Johnson 
finds it ‘‘no bed of roses’’ dealing 
with an opposition-party presi- 
dent. 

The historians will find, I'm 
sure, that it is largely because of 
Lyndon Johnson's special brand 
of leadership that divided govern- 
ment is producing good legislative 
fruit. Sen. Johnson has proved 
himself a constructive realist. He 
knows Eisenhower won the presi- 
dency, not Adlai Stevenson. 

It seems to me the difference 
between Johnson and Democratic 
National Chairman Butler is that 
Butler wants to use divided gov- 
ernment to make issues on which 
to try to win the White House 
next year and that Johnson wants 
to use divided government to get 
the best attainable legislation. 
The decision Lyndon Johnson 
faced was whether to paralyze 
the government or transact the 
public business. 

Johnson's great contribu- 
tion is that he is choosing to 
transact the public business.

When this story got out, War- 
ren retreated behind his cloak of 
judicial dignity and refused com- 
ment. But Mazo, a highly re- 
spected Washington correspond- 
ent, said it happened.

“just a change of clothes.” 


“The visit to Scandinavia would 
not have been a step to peace but 
would have led to sharpened ten- 
sions,” he said.

an alcoholic is born, thrust into — 


a world of confusion, separated 
from the mother in helplessness. 
Insead of experienceing a love 
that would begin to bridge the iso- 
lating gap, the child begins to 
experience rejection. He begins 
to feel unwanted.” 


Dr. McDill, a professor at Co- 
lumbia Theological Seminary in 
Decatur, said it is equally bad 
for parents to demonstrate 
“smothering love’ or “hypocriti- 
cal acceptance” of the child. 


“For such a child, separated 
from the mother without love be- 
ing offered to bridge the separa- 
tion, alcohol is discovered. Anx- 
iety is relieved, tension is les- 
sened. The anesthetic power of 
the liquor leads finally to oblivion, 
but this oblivion is symbolically 
entering the mother’s womb 
again. 


“As the alcohol passes the lips 
of the person, a warmth exudes 
outward from the stomach, a 
warmth like that of the mother’s 
milk quieting the pain of the hun- 
gry infant. . 


PAIN IS RELIEVED 


“Pain relieved, darkness over- 
whelms, and the security of the 
womb is experienced. But the al- 
cohol is oxidized, consciousness 
returns, and born again in the al- 
coholic is once more thrust out 
into the world, into a condition of 
separation. 


‘‘But now the condition is worse. 
He is condemned by all of those 
closest to him. Society condemns 
him. He is scorned, laughed at, 
judged, rebuked. His isolation is 
more keenly felt than ever. He is 
driven more strongly than before 
to symbolically return to the 
womb, even to die, but always 
that he might live again. 


“The downward spiral has be- 
gun.”’ 


Expressing the same sentiment 
in different words, Medical Di- 
rector Vernell Fox of the Geor- 
gian Clinic said: 


“Fundamentally, the alcoholic’s 
first problem is one of a low 
sense of personal worth. In spite 
of external appearances, most al- 
coholics do not consider them- 
selves worthy of a really normal 
existence. 


REALLY LOVED 


“They have never really felt 
totally accepted. They do not 
know what it is to feel really 
loved. 


“Even though love and accept- 
ance may be all around a per- 
son, he has to consider himself 
worthy of being loved to feel it. 


“What does having ‘an inade- 
quate sense of personal worth do 
to an individual? He consistent- 
ly needs to feel that he is per- 
fect. This offsets his feeling of 
inadequacy. He tries very hard 
to buy love and approval. But 
since he expects more than is 
needed to satisfy the average per- 
son, he always feels frustrated, 
rejected, and a failure. 


“The addiction to alcohol is a 
symptom; it is secondary. The 
problem at first is difficulty with 
living.” 

In differing phrases, these ex- 
perts tend to define alcoholism as 
a form of mental illness. 


SHARP CONTRAST 


Sharply contrasting views are 
expressed by some of Atlanta's 


religious authorities, one of them | 


the Rev. Roy O. McClain, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church. ‘Said | 
Dr. McClain: 


“The current reasoning is that 
a person who is a chronic drunk- 
ard is sick, an illness that re- 
quires more sympathy than re- 
buke, more understanding than 
preaching . : 


“If alcoholism is a disease, it 
is a disease only in the sense that 
it ends like other diseases; name- 
ly, in death. But it began like no 
other disease—voluntary choice— 
a decision to take the first drink. 

“If it is a disease, then every 
person selling alcohol ought to be 
tried as a criminal for bottling

disease germs .. . In not the first 
medical book is alcoholism listed 
as a disease. 


“Now let us look at the reasons 
why people drink. When the long 
list has been pruned, people drink 
largely from one of two reasons: 
the result of deceptive advertis- 
ing and from social pressures.” 


The Rev. McClain is not the 
only prominent Protestant leader 
in Atlanta to condemn the ‘‘glam- 
orization” of whisky in modern 
society. A minister who declined 
identification commented: 


“We recognize prohibition will 
not work. But we need better 


|laws to control the liquor indus- 


try. We can work at rehabilita- 
tion, but as long as the popula- 
tion as a whole is propagandized 
so heavily, how can we hope to 
pick up all the pieces? 


“I do deplore the alcoholic’s 
tendency to escape guilt. They 
say alcoholism is a disease and 
they are doing no wrong. By 
blaming it as a disease, they try 
to do away with the moral issue.” 


What is an alcoholic? It de- 
pends on where you stand when 
you view him. 


From the position of puritan 
Protestantism, he is wallowing in 
sin—the exact opposite to the 
‘born-again, blood-washed, regen- 
erated, totally committed, sur- 
rendered, professing Christian." 


To the professional clinical ex- 
perts in the treatment of alco- 
holism, he is an immature per- 
son bordering on the mentally ill. 


To the alcoholic himself, he is 
a rotter and a bum and a midget 
in a world of giants.

How will a wage increase for Steelworkers affect 
all Americans? 


Everybody stands to gain by higher wages and salaries. 
Business expands only where there are people who are 
able to buy the products of industry.

If your 
pay envelope is too thin you cannot be a customer except 
for the barest necessities of life. 


What about the steel companies cry of “inflation?’’ 


It became obvious on June 10 that the Industry is far more 
interested in ripping important benefits out of our con- 
tracts than they are in their ‘‘Save-America-From- 
Inflation’? hoax. They vaguely hinted at a ‘‘modest’’ 
wage bribe if the Steelworkers would take a disastrous 
backward step which would wreck every gain the Union 
has made in its long history. June 10 was the day they 
handed us the infamous 8-point ‘‘Break the Union” 
proposal . . . designed to reduce workers to industrial 
slaves, subject to the whims of management. 


What has the Steel Industry offered? 


During the entire 10-week period of negotiations, the Steel 
Industry has not offered anything, except the bribe men- 
tioned above. 


What is the answer? 


The answer is not for rich Steel industrialists to hide behind 
enormous profits while the rest of the nation suffers 
from the shutdown. 

I do not know why the Industry chooses to reward 
its employees record-breaking production with only a 
*‘backward step” plan that would destroy benefits work- 
ers have fought for and won down through the years. 

But this I do know. The proposals made to the In- 
dustry on behalf of the Steelworkers are reasonable. The 
Industry can well afford them... and still leave profits 
at a record level.

MACON — The Georgia Muni- 
cipal Assn. Tuesday officially re- 
newed its fight for a constitutional 
amendment that 
would allow 
cities to get di- 
rect  contribu- 
tions from the 
state. 

The association 
adopted resolu- 
tions calling for 
continued pre s- 
sure for passage 
of the amend- 
ment after Lt. 
Gov. Byrd told Garland Byrd 
the group he will ask for an im- 
mediate studying of the proposal 
by the Senate Government Opera- 
tions Committee. 


Byrd stopped short of commit- 
ting his support to the proposal. 
The amendment, which would 
clear the way for the state to re- 
‘turn part of its tax take directly 
‘to the cities, would require 
| changes in the state’s financial 
structure, he said. 


Implementation of the proposal 
would present a major problem, 
Byrd added. He said he will ask 
the Government Operations Com- 
mittee for an immediate ‘“‘thor- 
'ough, objective, unbiased” study. 


| Meanwhile, the association 
Tuesday afternoon elected Car- 
tersville Mayor Charles Cowan 
as its president. Griffin City 
Commissioner Carl E. Pruitt was 
named first vice president and 
Mayor W. B. Withers of Moultrie, 
second vice president. 


Byrd’s proposal for a thorough 
‘study of the amendment came 
‘only a day after Gov. Vandiver 
indicated the proposal may have 
his backing. 


| In a speech Monday, Vandiver 
| said he saw no reason why there 
' should be an “impediment” to a 
‘state administration’s ‘helping 
of any of its political subdivisions 


}\in carrying out responsibilities 


of direct and immediate concern 
to all of the people of the state.” 


The _ associations’ leadership 
generally took Vandiver’s re-

marks to indicate they had his 
backing. 


Byrd said he is “fully aware 
that the plight of the municipali- 
ties is serious.” 


*‘But,”” he added, “‘I must point 
out to you that a major change 
of the state’s financial structure 
—a matter as important as this 
is to the future of our state— 
requires careful study, and much 
work.” 


The association Tuesday after- 
noon &dopted one resolution in- 
dorsing a continued fight for the 
amendment itself and another in- 
structing its board of directors 
to “vigorously continue their ef- 
forts to obtain passage of the nec- 
essary legislation and constitu- 
tional amendments” which would 
permit cities to share in state 
income from gasoline taxes and 
license revenues. 


It also adopted an expected res- 
olution calling for continued oppo- 
sition to the REA Bill after 
spokesmen for the cities debated 
the issue with representatives of 
the REA in a morning session. 


The bill, passed by the Senate 
at the last session of the General 
Assembly, is still before a House 
committee and will be on the 
agenda for consideration at the 
next session in January. It would 
allow the rural electric coopera- 
tives to continue service on lines 
they had constructed to once-out- 
lying areas that have since been 
annexed by cities. 


The bill also would permit REAs 
to provide service within 1,000 
feet on each side of those lines. 


Spokesmen for the cities said 
they hoped a compromise can be 
worked out before the next session. 

But J. R. Chambless, manager 
of the Little Ocmulgee Electric 
Membership Corp., Alamo, said he 
sees “no room for compromise.” 


“We cannot ask for less,” he 
said.

Those arrested were identified as Arthur Odum, 
43, of 1605 West View Dr., SW, named as the bank- 
er; Estella Neason, 42, of 9 Burbank Dr., charged 
as a pickup woman, and Bernice Slaton, 34, of a 
Lawshe St., SW, address and Fae S. Stevens, 50, 
of 194 Lawshe St., charged as writers. 


All four are Negroes. 


Patrolman R. G. Cantrell said Odum was placed 
under $5,000 bond; Mrs. Neason was placed under 
$5,000 bond and Mrs. Slaton and Mrs. Stevens were 
placed under $2,500 bonds each pending a hearing 
at 7:30 a.m. Wednesday in Municipal Court. 


The raid was staged at 11 a.m. at an apartment 
house on Lawshe street. Cantrell and Patrolmen 
R. E. Martin and L. C. Hay, of the Fulton County 
solicitor general's office, said most of the tickets 
on hand were flushed down a commode before the 
officers succeeded in forcing open a door to the 
apartment.

Vegetable cookery is a better 
test of a good cook than fancy 
desserts. 


At its best it is most simple; 
the freshest of vegetables at 
just the right maturity, the 
briefest of cooking in the least 
water, and served at once. 


This way vegetables bring 
grace and lightness to a meal, 
they supply vitamins, minerals, 
and a pleasant sense of full- 
ness—with very little fat and 
few calories. 


Excess water and overcooking 
eliminates flavor, texture, vita- 
mins, and minerals. Nutrients 
are conserved by bringing the 
water to a boil before adding 
the vegetables, and if more 
than a few drops have to be 
strained off before serving, too 
much water was used. 


TRY CASSEROLE 


Not that boiling is the only 
way to cook vegetables. Most 
vegetables, including lettuce, 
are excellent braised and all 
vegetables can be worked into 
casserole dishes. 


Select leafy vegetables for 
their texture, the crisper, the 
better and their color, prefer- 
ring the darker natural color 
for most purposes. 


~~ 


(Fourth in series) 
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In a different culinary class 
are the fresh seeds and seed 
pods or fruit heads. The same 
rules apply; select for deep col- 
or and crisp texture, cook no 
more than necessary . (usually 
less than you think!) and con- 
sider water an evil to be avoid- 
ed so far as possible. 


Roots and tubers are really 
food storage systems. 

They tend to have more cal- 
ories, as starch, than other veg- 
etables. That is not a condem- 
nation; we must have calories, 
but remember that potatoes, es- 
pecially, add up to more cal- 
ories per pound than the edible 
parts of vegetables that show 
above the ground. 


HIGHER IN CALORIES 


Sweet potatoes and yams are 
higher in calories and lower in 
most vitamins than are white 
potatoes. However, they have a 
remarkably high content of 
carotene from which the body 
readily makes vitamin A. 


And the rule holds: The deep- 
er the color, the better in re- 
gard to vitamin A. 


All yellow roots and tubers 
are excellent sources of vita- 
min A, with carrots at the top 
of the list. 


Cooking water is the enemy 
of the roots and tubers just as 
it is of the other vegetables. 


And to quote M. F. K. Fisher 
in How to Cook a Wolf, remem- 
ber that “Potatoes, like most 
vegetables and animals, soon 
die when their skins are re- 
moved, so it is better to boil or 
bake them entire.’ 


Peas, beans and lentils have 
special nutritional properties 
and their cooking characteris- 
tics are different from other 


vegetables, especially when pre- 
pared from the dried state. 


They are often called the poor 
man’s meat, and they are ac- 
tually good meat substitutes be- 
cause of their high content of 
protein. 


The legumes provide about 
20, and even up to 25, per 
cent of their calories as pro- 
teins, so they approach beef 
and pork in this regard. 


Since a good diet in regard 
to proteins seldom averages 
over 15 per cent protein cal- 
ories, the legumes contribute 
more than their share. 


They also tend to be fair 
sources of some of the water- 
soluble vitamins, they are low 
in fat, and such fat as they 
contain is mainly unsaturated. 


The legumes vary in their 
flavors, but in general they are 
more bland than ‘meats, so 
when they are used in place of 
meat they profit by the use of 
suitable seasoning. 


Bits of smoked meat, garlic 
and a little oil often add much 
zest to dishes prepared from 
dried beans, peas and lentils. 


As we have noted, meats 
pose the biggest problem for a 
low fat diet. 


ENTER THE BEAN 
Here enters the bean. 


Plain boiled kidney or navy 
beans provide over 25 per cent 
protein calories and only 4 per 
cent as fats. Compare, for ex- 
ample, a porterhouse steak with 
29 per cent protein and 71 per 
cent fat calories. 


But ordinary dried beans are 
not nutritionally complete; they 
are short of vitamins A and C 
(as are meats). 


Limas and green snap beans, 
however, are good sources of 
vitamins A and C as well as of 
most of the B vitamins. 


Crisp but delicate leaves pro- 
vide the central theme in green 
salads, so the first requirement 
is to make sure you have good 
“leaves.” 


Head lettuce, especially the 
“iceberg’’ variety, can provide 
crispness but not much more, 
so the effort should be to mix 
in at least some romaine, leaf, 
Bibb or other flavorful lettuce 
or endive, escarole or chickory. 


Tomatoes are really not at 
their best in this mixture and 
they tend to kill other flavors. 
If you want a tomato salad 
make it mainly tomatoes. Raw 
cabbage may be added if other 
crisp ingredients are in short 
supply, but cabbage belongs in 
a cabbage salad and not in a 
mixed green salad where, like 


cauliflower, it confuses the 
flavors. 
Fruits, admirable as_ they 


are, do not prepare the palate | 
and stomach for food to come. 
BEST ‘SALAD’ FRUIT 
Grapefruit is perhaps the 
best fruit to serve as a “‘salad” 
at the start of a meal, but it 
does not prepare the way for 
meat and vegetables. In any 
case, no cherry on top, please. 
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At the moment I can't re- 
member what we're mad at 
Charlie Chaplin about. I've just 
been up to the Peachtree Art 


Theatre to see ‘“‘Modern Times’”’ 
— and whatever his crimes 
against the peace and good or- 
der of our land, nobody can 
deny this wistful little man is 
an artist, maybe the foremost 
entertainer of our time. 


‘‘Modern Times’’ first came 
out in 1936 and having seen and 
admired it then, I was nervous 
about going back to see it again. 
I'm still smarting from the 
night I kept my children up to 
see Bessie Love and Anita Page 
in “Broadway Lullabye.’’ I told 
them it was marvelous, better 
than movies nowadays, and as 
far as they’re concerned that 
pegs me as a movie critic. Any 
time I mention a movie they 
ought to see they break into 
hoarse laughter and mug and 
switch their way, a la the early 
30s, from the room. 


So I said nothing about ‘‘Mod- 
ern Times.”’ I waited until they 
were out of the house on some 
theatrical errand of their own 
and I sneaked up to see it with 
a couple of more imaginative 
and literate young people whose 
taste and intelligence I felt were 
sufficient to make up for the 
age of the picture and the ab- 
sence of Brigitte Bardot. 


Now I’m going back and take 
my children because ‘‘Modern 
Times” is one of the great-ones 
and I'll feel terrible if it never 
come this way again and they 
miss it. The satire of the 
piece seems to me to be sharper 
now than it was in the °30s— 
probably because in the ’30s I 
didn’t see the humor and the 
sadness of man’s uneven battle 


with machines. I thought the 
assembly line must be of near 
divine origin because it pro- 
duced cheap cars. The little 
workman doing the frantic 
dance with two wrenches in 
hand, turning two nuts at the 
time all day long, was simply a 
movie comic to me then and 
not representative of all the 
people caught up in the des- 
perate dullness of machine-age 
jobs. 


But this time around I 
laughed and I nearly cried when 
the workman left his machine, 
twitching and jerking compul- 
sively, turning anything that re- 
sembled the assembly line nuts, 
finally giving single-minded pur- 
suit to the buttons on a fat 
lady’s dress. 


You may remember the story. 
The little workman alternates 
between factory jobs, jail and 
the ranks of the unemployed. 
Somewhere along the way he 
picks up a fugitive from the 
juvenile authorities, a barefoot- 
ed waif played by Paulette God- 
dard. Their friendship is a ter- 
ribly touching thing, ending, of 
course, with the classic picture 
of the two of them—sad, baggy 
trousered little man and a gal- 
lant young girl walking hand-in- 
hand up a lonesome road to-

California invented the salad 
meal, which contains almost 
anything the refrigerator hap- 
pens to hold.

A meal of salad can have 
those properties, but when it 
contains half a pound of blue 
cheese and a cupful of may- 
onnaise it is low neither in 
calories nor in fat. 


The nonfat part of milk is an 
unsurpassed food for old and 
young alike. Butterfat is almost 
unequaled as a dietary pro- 
moter of cholesterol in the 
blood. Infant mortality is low- 
est in countries where milk is 
abundant. 


But the infant and the adult 
differ in regard to cholesterol. 
The infant needs cholesterol as 
an essential ingredient in the 
growth of its brain and nervous 
system. 


Once these tissues are formed 
the cholesterol in them is fixed 
as a part of a finished cellular 
architecture, removed from 
participation in the cholesterol 
metabolism in the rest of the 
body.

The Crackers run, ran and run that 
spring, and they came home in the finest physical condition of any 
club I’ve seen.

He had played for Leo Durocher in Brooklyn, and he patterned 
himself after the Lip. In fact, the players called him Little Leo.

auch promptly walked out to Lane, and punched the husky hurler. 
It was quite obvious that Mauch was overmatched and, in the 
ensuing tussle, Lane won a one-fall decision. Mauch, however, 
insisted that he had earned at least a draw. 


There was a night in New Orleans when the Crackers, per- 
forming much like the current occupants at Poncey, lost a lop- 
sided double-header to the Pels. Outnumbered and outweighed 
by most, Mauch challenged his lackadaisical men. He pointed 
out in stern language that he would like to see them show some 
fight, and he was issuing an invitation to one and all. 


No one punched the pilot, but the Crackers did display more 
life in ensuing baseball combat. They rolled down to the wire very 
much in contention for the pennant, but five double-headers in the 
last six days sounded the death knell. Mauch, of course, made mis- 
takes on and off the field. The Crackers missed the flag by three 
games, and Mauch didn’t return the next year. 


But there were many observers, including Earl Mann, who fore- 
cast that Mauch would some day become an outstanding manager. 
They say he’s learned how to curb his temper now, and he’s doing 

an excellent job at Minneapolis. The Millers won the Little World 
Series last year, and they’re currently leading the Eastern Division 
of the American Association. 


And it won’t be at all surprising if Mauch bobs up as the man- 
ager of a major league team next season.

Says Russell 


WASHINGTON (#—Sen. Russell 
(D-Ga) said Tuesday he sees no 
present reason for further U.S. 
nuclear tests. 


“I think we exploded many 
more than we needed to,” he told 
a reporter. 


Russell said he’s wondered why 
scientists couldn’t take the infor- 
mation obtained from 10 or 15 
nuclear explosions and get the in- 
formation they needed. 


Referring to the increase in 
strontium 90 fallout from nuclear 
explosions, Russell cited a recent 
public health service report show- 
ing that Atlanta has the second 
highest fallout level of any Ameri- 
can city. 


——- 


Russell said it {s puzzling to 
meteorologists and others as to 
why Atlanta, so far removed from 
explosion tests, has such a high 
level of fallout. 


The Georgian, chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, emphasized he is not in favor 
of eliminating nuclear tests until 
the Russians do. 


“We may need more tests later 
as weapons change,” he said. ““But 
I see little need for additional 
tests now with the present weap- 
ons, adapted to our present means 
of delivering them.”

Schooling means dollars in 
the pockets of Georgians—the 


more schooling, the more dol- 
lars. 


And every county in the state 
needs more of both. 


Indeed, more schooling will 
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effort to production. 


“|, Workers tend to be paid — 
in accordance with their level 
of output. 


“Since educational level is 
the basic factor determining the 
ability of a people and their at- 
titudes toward work, it is con- 
cluded that educational attain- 


do more than any other single 
thing to put more dollars with- 
in the reach of everyone in 
Georgia. 


Whatever the above state- 
ment lacks in scientific precise- 
ness, it represents the very sci- 
entific conclusion of Dr. John 
L. Fulmer’s significant new an- 
alysis of personal income pat- 
terns and trends throughout the 
state. 


His deep-probing, thought-pro- 
voking report, just published by 
Georgia Tech’s Industrial De- 
velopment Branch, merits the 
careful study of everyone con- 
cerned with Georgia’s economic 
advancement. 


It. does not imply that more 
education is the panacea that 
will solve all of Georgia’s eco- 
nomic problems. 


Nor that education fs the only 
approach. 


Nor that there is any over- 
night express which will propel 
Georgia over the still enormous 
distance by which it trails the 
nation in economic develop- 
ment. 

But Dr. Fulmer does indicate 
what Georgians can—and must 
-do if they are eventually to 
close the gap. 


More than that, he spells out 
in dollars and cents just how 
much county per capita in- 
comes can be raised by efforts 
which upgrade each of the four 
factors which most influence 
incomes. 


Here, as applied to the coun- 
ty level in Georgia, are Dr. 
Fulmer’s most significant find- 
ings: 


1. An increase of one year in 
the median level of education 
in a Georgia county means an 
increase of $200 in its per capi- 
ta income. 


2. An increase of one percent- 
age point in the proportion of a 
county’s employed population 
adds $18.86 to its per capita in- 
come. 


3. A dollar increase in a 
county’s industrial wage aver- 
age adds 21 cents to its per 
capita income. 


4. An increase of one percent- 
age point in the share of a 
county’s total income that is 
provided by wages and salaries 
increases its per capita income 
by $11.30. 


Shown statistically to have 
the greatest direct influence on 
per capita income, education is 


credited with additional indi- 
rect influence through its ef- 
fect on the other contributing 
factors. 


But raising the educational 
level of Georgia counties is no 
easy matter. 


At best, it takes many years 
of persistent effort. 


As Dr. Fulmer points out: 


“Public education has been 
available in Georgia since short- 
ly after 1900. 


“In the approximately 60 
years since that time, the state

This concludes a series of 
four articles on personal in- 
come in Georgia’s counties— 
where it comes from, how 
much and why it lags behind 
the national level, and what 
can be done to raise it. 
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has progressed to about eight 
median years of schooling (‘that 
is, to the point where half of 
the adults in Georgia have com- 
pleted less than eight years of 
schooling, and half have com- 
pleted more). 


“From 1940 to 1950 (the latest 
period for which comparative 
figures are available) the me- 


dian rose only eight-tenths of a 
year . . . but not uniformly for 
each county. 


“The highly industrialized 
counties raised the educational 
level more than one year, while 
the counties backward in indus- 
trial development fell substan- 
tially below one year improve- 
ment in their educational level. 


“Raising the educational level 
of a whole people to a high 
point is a tremendous task. 


“Tt takes not decades, nor a 
generation, but several gener- 
ations and perhaps nearer a 
century of uninterrupted, con- 
stant effort.” 


Why is more schooling so im- 
portant to raising the incomes 
and living standards of every- 
one in Georgia? 


“Basically,” says Dr. Ful- 
mer, “‘the level of per capita 
income is a function of produc- 
tivity. The more a people pro- 
duces, obviously the more there 
is for each to consume. 


‘The intelligence and skills of 
a people, provided they have at- 
titudes of diligence and thrift, 
determine the efficiency of the 
application of management and 


ment is fundamental to the ley- 


el of production and personal 
income payments. 


“Numerous studies have de 
termined how yearly earnings 
of individuals increase with 
years of schooling. 


“Consequently, from the 
standpoint of the future of 
Georgia, it is obvious that if 
the educational level of Georgia 
counties could be equalized, it 
would remove a great deal of 
the per capita income differ- 
ences.” 


It is noted, too, that industrial 
wage rates, percentage of the 
population employed and other 
factors which have a part in 
determining per capita income 
“all reflect productivity of the 
population and, indirectly, the 
educational level.” 


Nationally, Dr. Fulmer’s 
analysis ranks as an important 
contribution to the relatively 
new field of research into 
county-level income determina- 
tion. 


In Georgia, his research sheds 
new light on the economies of 
the 159 counties and provides a 
more sound basis for decisions 
on economic and industrial de- 
velopment programs for the 
state.

NEW YORK (®#—D. H. Lawrence’s controver- 
sial study of an adulterer, “Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover,”” was ruled fit for the U.S. mails Tues- 
day. A federal judge struck down a post office 
ban on the novel. 


District Judge Frederick van Pelt Bryan said 
in a 30-page opinion that he personally did not 
find the book objectionable. And at any rate, he 
added, the Post Office Department has no right 
to assume the role of censor. 


The decision was hailed by two companies 
that published and distributed for the first time 
in this country an unexpurgated version of the 
novel. 


Said Arthur J. Rosenthal, president of Read- 
er’s Subscription Inc., distributors of the book: 
“Thanks to this historic decision, the role of the 
postmaster general as a literary referee for the 
nation’s readers has been terminated.”’ 


P.O. Ban on ‘Lady Chatterley’ 
Struck Down by U.S. Court Judge 


And Grove Press Inc., publishers, said in a 
statement: ‘Judge Bryan’s historic decision .. . 
represents an important victory for freedom of 
the press in this country.” 


The Post Office Department last June 11 
banned the book as obscene, thus barring its 
distribution through the mails. However, there 
was no ban on other means of circulation, and it 
has enjoyed a good sale through bookstores. 


A motion picture versoin of the novel also had 
been banned in New York State under state laws. 
But this ban was struck down by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, and the movie is now being shown. 


“Lady Chatterley’s Lover” recounts the illicit 
love affair between a woman of rank and her 
husband’s gamekeeper. It contains intimate de- 
tails of their love making, plus a number of 
four-letter words.
